SUCCESS OF THE MARINE CORPS INSTITUTE 

Among Marine Corps activities the Marine Corps 
Institute is really the infant member. Since the be- 
ginning of the Corps Marines have engaged in almost 
every activity under the sun and the reputation of 
the Corps for organization and efficient management 
has always been high, but up to the formation of the 
institute the Corps had never tried to run a corre- 
spondence school. 

The methods and systems which bring results in one 
line of endeavor usually spell success in another, and 
the success of the Corps as a school teacher is firmly 
established. 

In the last six months the Marine Corps Institute 
has received seven hundred letters from students, ex- 
students and parents of students, all expressing the 
highest admiration and appreciation of the latest ac- 
tivity of the Corps. A few extracts from typical let- 
ters may prove interesting. 

On January 26, 1922, Mr. F. W. Bever, of Lansing, 
Michigan, wrote to the Editor of THE LEATHERNECK, 
“I wish every father left with motherless boys could 
see what Uncle Sam has done for these boys of mine. 
I consider that either one is a $5,000 better asset to- 
day than when he held up his hand as did his dad and 
an unbroken line of ten generations before him.” 

December 16, 1921, Mr. G. A. Savoy, of St. Johns, 
Province of Quebec, Canada, wrote to the Director of 
the Institute, “I thank you very much for the report 
which you give me regarding my son, Paul. The rea- 
son why I directed him to your service was because I 
knew it was the best service to bring out what a boy 
has in him.”

Upon assuming 
an inactive status he entered Princeton, and is at pres- 
ent a senior at that university. 

The Rhodes Scholarship Fund was founded by Cecil 
Rhodes, the famous South African millionaire and 
philanthropist, to provide tuition and living expenses 
for students at Oxford University. The scholarship is 
awarded to one student from each State in the United 
States every year. The fortunate student is selected 
by a State examining board, after a competitive exami- 
nation.

Students of the telephone and others who are taking 
courses in the M. C. I. may be interested in a prophecy 
made by Alexander Bell, the inventor of the telephone, 
when that instrument was still going through the ex- 
perimental stage. Professor Bell received his first pat- 
ent for the telephone in 1876. Two years later he ad- 
dressed a prospectus to the members of a company 
which had been established to introduce the telephone 
into England. He wrote in part: 

‘“‘The great advantage the telephone possesses over 
every other form of electrical apparatus consists in the 
fact that it requires no skill to operate the instrument. 
All other telegraphic machines produce signals which 
require to be translated by experts, and such instru- 
ments are, therefore, extremely limited in their appli- 
cation. But the telephone actually speaks, and for this 
reason it can be utilized for nearly every purpose for 
which speech is employed.” 

Dipping far into the future, Professor Bell made this 
prophecy: “It is conceivable that cables of telephone 
wires could be laid underground or suspended over- 
head, communicating by branch wires with private 
dwellings, country houses, shops, manufactories, etc., 
by uniting them through the main cable with a central 
office where the wire could be connected as desired, es- 
tablishing direct communication between any two 
places in the city. 

“Such a plan as this, though impracticable at the 
present moment, will, I firmly believe, be the outcome 
of the introduction of the telephone to the public. Not 
only so, but I believe in the future wires will unite the 
head offices of telephone companies in different cities, 
and a man in one part of the country may communi- 
cate by word of mouth with another in a distant 
place.” 

Thus the great inventor, who is now 75 years old, 
expressed his views on the future of the telephone, an 
instrument which today is so necessary in the daily 
business of the world that its elimination would upset 
our whole commercial and social system. No doubt 
many persons thought Professor Bel! was giving ex- 
pression to somewhat “wild notions,” but he has lived 
to see that early dream more than realized. 





Seventy-one disabled veterans are being retrained 
by the U. S. Veterans’ Bureau as bricklayers.

‘“‘ENTER THE MARINES’”’

tion in and around Paris on the evening of the 30th 
of May, 1918, the day Marines were ordered into the 
lines in the vicinity of Chateau Thierry.’ A graphic 
description of the activities of the Marines in France 
follows. The struggle in Belleau Wood, the capture of 
Blane Mont Ridge, and the crossing of the Meuse under 
heavy fire on the morning of the day the armistice 
was signed, are vividly portrayed.

MARINES ISSUE NATIONAL DIGEST 
OF STATE BONUS LAWS 


With the fate of the bonus uppermost in the minds 
of ex-service men the Marine Corps recruiting service 
has prepared an attractive folder that contains a di- 
gest of the bonus situation in each State as it applies 
solely to acts of the State Legislatures. Through the 
cooperation of recruiting officers with State officials 
the status of each State in regards to any bonus plan 
adopted, the methods and amounts of compensation, 
provisions for disabled soldiers, land grants, educa- 
tional provisions and any other measures that have be- 
come effective or may be pending, was compiled to the 
beginning of February. 

The cooperation of the State officials of both the 
American Legion and the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
has also been enlisted by the recruiting service for a 
liberal distribution of the folder to the posts of those 
organizations. The title of the folder, “What the 
States Are Doing for the ex-Service Man,” is self-ex- 
planatory, and a study of what the States have done 
will show a surprising attention to the welfare of their 
sons who served with the colors.
